The $1-billion unmanned Mars 
landers carry the mosi -compll- 
cated set of instruments ever sent 
into space. In addition to the 
biological search for signs of life, 
an array of other experiments 
will gather comprehensive infor= 
mation about the chemical and 
physical characteristics of the 
Martian environment. 

The site in the Plain of Chryse 
where Viking-1 touched down 
was chosen after 2 month of se- 
lecting from orbital photographs 
of the terrain and rédar verifice- 
tion of the likelihood of a suc- 
cessful landing. It was, a scientist 
said, “as safe as any site on the 
planet.”

Anwar Sadat 


Sadat Urges 
Syria Pullout, 
Assails Libya

CAIRO, July 22--In an angry 
Speech that spotlighted divisions 
in the Arab worid, President An- 
war Sadat today called on Syria 
to withdraw its troops from Leb- 
anon and all but openly called 
on the Libran people to over- 
throw Col, Moamer Qadhafi. 

Declaring Egypt's support for 
the Palestinian movement, Mr. 
Sadat said the Syrian “role” had 
“failed” to bring peace to Leb- 
anon and warned Israel against 
intervention in that country. 

He made the declarations:in a 
nearly three-hour speech to a 
joint session of parliament and 
the Central Commitiee of the 
Arab Socialist Union. The address 
marked the 24th anniversary of 
the Egyptian revolution that 
overthrew the monarchy. 

Disdaining to name Col. Qad- 
hafi directly, Mr. Sadat referred 
to him as the “madman of 
Libya” and accused him of “mod- 
erm piracy” in allegedly master- 
minding a July 2 attempt to 
overthrow the regime of Presi- 
dent Gaafar Numeixi of Sudan. 

“Black Hatred’ 

In addition, Mr. Sadat indicat~ 
ed that he belileved Col. Qadhafi 
had precipitated bloodbaths 
among Arabs, abetted {terrorism 
and harbored “black hatred” 
against Egypt. 

“Egypt will confront these ter~ 
roristic schemes and all those 
who took part in them, whether 
by instigation, planning or actual 
participation,” be said. “We have 
511 the necessary details and let 
them shoulder the consequences 
of what their hands conimitied.” 

Both Sudan and Egypt have 
accused Libya of training and 11- 
mancing mercenaries for the οἷν 
tempted coup in Khartoum early 
this month, when at least 300 
persons were killed in two days 
ot fighting between dissidents 
and loyal army troops. 

Mr. Sadat said tonight that the 
abortive putsch had been car~ 
nied out by “political slaves in~ 
dulging in bloodshed and collec~ 
tive assassination to create a 
vacuum and take over power.” 

‘Abyss of Deviation’ 

He added: “With this act, 
Libya's lunatic has slipped to the 
lowest abyss of deviation... He 
mobilized the potentia] of the 


- brotherly Libyan people to destroy 


the Arab nation from within.” 

The Egyptian leader said a de~ 
fense pact had been reached with 
Sudan and that this was a sien 
to be followed by other Arab 
states to consolidate the stratezic 
security of the Arab world. 

Referring to last week's meef~ 
ing of the Egyptian and Sudanese 
Presidents and King Khaled of 
Saudi Arabia. Mr. Sadat said 
agreement had been reached on 
measures to increase the three 
countries’ military capability. De~ 
tails would be worked out later, 
be said. 

Mr. Sadat dismissed as “thea- 
tricalities” an Israel commondo 
raid earlier this month against 
Entebbe Airport in Uganda to 
rescue more than 100 hostages.

East Africa Unity Is Disintegrating | 


By Dial Torgerson 


NAIROBL July 92,—Israet's raid 
&t Uganda's Entebbe Airport has 
Spesdéed the Zast African com- 
munity on its way toward frag- 
mentation and, perhaps, its 
Wtimate dissolution. 

When it was begun in 1967, the 
three-nztion community—Uganda, 
Eenye and Tanzania—was thought 
to be the most promising economic 
association in Africa. 

With English and Swahili as 
its common languages, and 8 
legacy of British roads, railroads, 
communications links and civil 
Services to build on, the commu- 
nity made an excellent start. 
There was talk of it hecoming a 
political federation. Ethiopia, 
Somalia and Zambia asked about 
doining. 

East African Airways, run vy 
the community, became black 
Africa's best. A common postal 
and telegraph system saved ostiy 
duplication of services. Each oa- 
tion's shillings were pegged to the 
game rate and held to be inter- 
changeable. Citizens of the three 
countries needed no passports to 
pass from one to another and 
often found jobs in other com- 
munity lands. 

There were common systems of 
eivil aviation, harbors and ;ail- 
roads: a citizen of Tanzania could 
ride East African Railways from 
Tenzania through Kenya and 
into Uganda, paying his fare in 
any of the three currencies. An 


eiahorate headquarters, built for 
$12 milion, ran the community 
from Arusha, in northern Tanza- 
nia, 
But the association never ful- 
filed its early promise. 
Obote’s Overthrow 


The trouble began when Idi 
Amin overthreys Milton Obote— 
one of the community's founders 
~—as President of Uganda im 
1911. Marshal Amin tured 
Ugenda into a military dicta- 
torship, began liquidating imag- 
ined and real opponents by the 
tens of thousands and launched 
his idea of an economic order 
which left Uganda so poor it could 
not pay its share of cotomunity 
expenses. 

Then, in Tamzanja, President 
Julius Nyerere, a philosopher- 
scaolar of communal Socialism. 
pushed his country inte an 
economicailr unprofitable So- 
cialiss experiment with the same 
vigor with which Eenyan Presi- 
dent. Jomo Kenyatta urged his 
nation into free-wheeling capi- 
talism. | 

Hardly a year passed without 
@ ¢crisis—borders closed. nationals 
expelled, roads blocked and, in 
Uganda, the disappearance of 
foreign employees of the com- 
xounity. presumed to have been 
executed by Marshal Amin's 
soldiers.

Rhodesia Is Recruiting Aliens 
To Fight Black Nationalists 


JOHANNESBURG, July 55 
fAP1.—Rhodesis has launched an 
international drive for army re- 
cruits to fight black nationalist 
guerrillas. 

The white minority government 
sats that the recruits are not 
mercenaries, just immigrants who 
eet the same pay as Rhodesians. 

The recruiting of forelgners 
coincides with an exodus of Rho- 
desian whites as racial battling 
intensifies. The campaign has 
attracted veterans of Vietnam, 
the Malaysian anti - guerrilla, 
campaign and the Portuguese 
colonial wars in Mozambique and 
Angola. 

The Rhodesian government of-~ 
ficialiy denies that it seeks mer- 
cenaries. But correspondents who 
visit the operational areas, where 
security forces are battling black 
guerritlas, often come across 
Americans, Britons. South Afri-~ 
tans, Germans. Greeks and Por~ 
tuguese who have only recently 
arrived in the country. 

Advertisements have been 
placed in South African and 
British wewspapers and U. 8. 
magazines asking for ex-service- 
men interested in “a service 
cereer in the sun," according to 
the Johannesburg newspaper Dally 
Rand. 

Denies Claim 

Maj. Nick Lamprecht, chief 
army recruiting officer who, the 
newspaper says, screens the appli- 
cants, has dismissed as “hogwash”

Toe murder of a British ambassador In 
Dublin and the shelling of a Red Cross oper- 
ation at Tal Zaatar may seem widely sep- 
arated by geography and political context, 
but they have one quality in common: Both 
are criminal acts by irreconcilables. 

If there is any sane solution for the 
troubles in Ireland—north and south—tt 
must come by a rational balancing of the 
rights of the Catholic majority and the 
Protestant minority. It cannot be attained 
by simply expeliing Britain trom the north. 
and certainly not by assassination of British 
representatives. 

Premier Cosgrate of Ireland called the 
Killing of the ambassador and a secretary. 
and the maiming of two others in his car, 
an “atrocity” that “fills all decent Irish 
people with a sense of shame.” Prime Min- 
ister Callaghan of Britain said the perpe- 
trators were “the common enemy of both 
governments and Indeed of all decent people 
who wish to live in peace and amity in all 
our islands.” The assassins, in fact, were 
Scting for 2 small, vidlent minority. 

In Lebanon, the situation is more com- 
piex, with many contradictory forces at 
work, But the rightists who prevented a Red 
Cross errand of mercy to the wounded and 
sick in besiezed Tal Zaatar are also irrecon- 
cilables, They are not representative of all 
Lebanese Christians any more than the left- 
ist Moslem and Palestinians who provoked 
the Syrian intervention into Lebanon repre- 
sent all Moslems in that divided nation. 

As in Ireland, Lebanon mast exist—if tt is 


to exist at all—by 2 union of religious groups, 
living together in mutual respect. But the 
leftists wanted 8. “victory” aver the Chris- 
tians, and the radicals among the latter 
responded by demanding a “victory” over 
the Moslems. 

. In both countries, the suppression of the 
irreconcilables is a prime necessity, since 
they will uot listen to reason and have the 
weapons and the will to keep on fighting. 
Perhaps the talks in Damascus may bring ἃ 
halt to the mutually destructive conflict— 
but such 2 halt must be enforceable, not only 
against armed groups in the open but also 
against secret terrorists, who function as in 
Ireland. by bombing and shootings. 

In other words, as in so many other polit- 
ical areas, there must be an end to the glo- 
Tification of “resistance” when that resis- 
tance is really against the will and the in- 
terests of the peoples concerned. Possibly 
the glorification springs from World War 11. 
when underground resistance was a brave 
part of 9 great struggle. But tt has extended 
to almost any form of violent political action, 
for almost any cause, And when the cause 
is a good one, the terror is often self-defeat- 
ing, hacause causes now have access to other 
means of argument. 

In any case, the Hmatic fringe of move- 
ments of resistance or liberation needs the 
confinement that is administered to those 
Whose mental processes are warped by any 
physical, psychological or political Diness. 
Such fringes have caused too many deaths, 
too much disruption, to be tolerated. 


Unraveling the Martian Mystery 


The Viking lander has been on the sur- 
face of Mars only three days, but its findings 
have already given scientists 2 striking new 
eonception or conditions on the planet. 

Before the actual landing Tuesday, human 
beings did not even know whether the Mar- 
tian surface would support the instrument 
package carried by the lander. Human eyes 
jad never been able to inspect closely the 
detailed surface of Mars. Even the best 
available pictures taken previously from 
spaceships in orbit around Mars could show 
no object smaller than, say, Yankee Stadium. 

Man's ignorance about Mars and its sur- 
face was so great thet it was even conceiv- 
able at the beginning of the week, though 
hardly likely, that there might be living 


+ creatures on the surface of Mars, active and 


alive but invisible to the eameras of the 
rockets that the United States and the Soviet 
Union had sent inte Martian orbit during’ 
the last decade. 

The work of Viking has barely begun, but 
its impact on scientific thinking is already 
beyond contradiction, The lander sits on a 
gentie Martian slope and its cameras have 
already sent back a series of remarkable 
photographs. 

We now know that at least a segment of 
Mars looks like the Arizona or New Mex- 
ico desert. A beautifnl pink sky hangs 
over a landscape in which reddish and 
green hues predominate. The focks seen 


in these pictures have shaxp angles to them, 
Suggesting that they have been shaped by 
wind forces of millions of years. 

Overall, the Martian scene ‘as Viking has 
brought it, to earth is remarkably familiar, 
comfortably reminiscent of many areas on 
the surface of this earth itself. Some of the 
basic mystery of Mars has vanished at last. 


No living creatures have been observed in | 


these photographs and no one really ex- 
pected to see any. But the most electrify- 
ing new information received from the 
lander's instruments is the report that the 
thin Martian atmosphere appears to contain 
3 per cent nitrogen, an element essential for 
the existence of life as we know it. Until 
this week, the absence of any evidence of 
nitrogen on Mars had been the most com- 
pellng argument against the probability of 
the existence of Ife in any form on Mars. 
Now this argument has heen entirely 
removed, 

To recognize this dramatic change in the 
terms of debate over Martian life, past or 
present, does not decide the issue. But the 
balance of probabilities has suddenly heen 
altered, even radically altered. We still do 
not know whether living organisms exist on 
Mars or ever existed there in past millennia. 
But there is now good reason to pursue the 
search for evidence of Ife on Mars with 
renewed zest and enhanced hope of success.

The Gold Slump _ : 


Gold has long been promoted as the most 
secure of investments and the one “true” 
form of money. But this week the price of 
gold, which almost touched $200 an ounce 
18 months ago, fell as low as $105.50 before 


rallying. However, the slump in gold is 
likely to continue, for the bullion anctions 
of the International Monetary Fund that 
have been knocking down its price will con- 
tinue for the next four years. 

The IMF decided in Jamaica in January to 
sell Off 25 million ounces of its gold hold- 
ings to raise funds for the poor, developing 
countries; they are to receive the difference 
petween the price at which the gold was 
originally acquired and what the market will 
currently bid. At the first auction in early 
June, 780,000 ounces were sold at a common 
price of $126 an ounce; at the second sale 


last week 780,000 more ounces fetched just . 


over $122 an ounce. With 23.4 million ounces 
of gold remaining to be sold, the market for 
gold is likely to stay soft. 

In addition, the Soviet Union, strapped for 
foreign exchange. will probably be a hig 
seller of gold in the months ahead to cover 
its grain and other import costs. South 
Africa, the world’s largest gold producer, has 
been trying to stay out of the weakened guid 
market, bub its badly strained balance of 
payments may force it to sell gold more 
heavily im the future. 

Under these circumstances, both ind|viduat 


Investors or spectlators and national gov- - 


ermnments will hesitate to sink scarce foreign 
exchange into a commodity that not only 


earns no interest (as do currencies invested 
in government bills or securifies) but ts also 
in danger of falling further in value. ὴ 

From the standpoint of the stability of the 
world monetary system, ls the fall in the 
gold price hazardous? On the contrary, the 
decline in gold may act as a counter-Infla- 
tionary force, exerting downward pressure 
on the prices of oil and other internationally 
traded commodities. And, as the earlier rise 
‘in the gold price tended to weaken the dollar 
and other currencies, the drop in gold should 
strengthen them. 

There could be some negative aspects to 
the fall in the gold price. Obviously, at 8 
Jower market price, the sale of the IMF's 
25 million ounces will bring im Jess money 
for the poor countries, but this loss could 
readily be offset if the rich countries would 
appropriate more ald through their national 
budgets. ᾿ 5

dependent on gold, will be hard pressed if 
the gold price continues to drop; but 2 South

of 21—how the story is going to 
eng up. 

Sure enough. on the day of the 
snake hunt Joe Lon finally goes 
berserk and begins shooting peo- 
ple down at rendom with his 
shotgun, “And a whole wall of 


“men and women, their mouths 


open, teeth bared, moved with a 
single raging voice upon Joe Lon. 
He never dropped his gun. He 
simply held it and watched 85 
their hands came upon him and 
he was raised high in the air. 
The gua went into the snakepit 
with him. He fell imto the bolling 
snakes, went under and came 
up. like a swimmer breaking 
water. For the briefest instant, 
he gained his feet. Snakes hung 
from his face.” “A Feast of 
Snakes,” get it? . 

, Harry Crews has committed to 
paper many ‘fairly extreme atro- 
cities in the course of his seven 
previous novels—for instance the 
ax murder perpetrated by the 
legless Marvin Molar et the end 
of “The Gypsy’s Curse,” or the 
idiot drowned in his waterbed in 


“The Hawk Js Dying,” or the' 


attempt by 2 junk dealer’s son 
literally to devour an automobile 
in “Car.” But, to Mr, Crews's 
credit as an artist, his most 
bizarre conceptions have usually 
seemed surprising yet plausible 
—surprising simply because one 
hadn't expected them; plausible 
because, come to think of if, they 
are perfectly consistent with the 
behavior of the characters who 
committed them. In other words, 
Mr, Crews has taken some start- 
ling risks in his fiction, but he has 
succeeded more often than not 
because he writes With supreme

1 there were a Richter scale 
of shocks at the bridge table, the 
opening bid by South on the 
diagramed deal would have struck 
‘West with a force right at the 
top of the scale. 

Tt happens to few people in ἃ 
bridge lifetime that they hold a 
hand worth a game-forcing open- 
ing and hear an opponent get in 
ahead of them with a similar 
action, The shocked West player 
was about to open with 8᾽ strong 
two-bid in diamonds when he 
heard South do likewise in hearts. 

Although the South and West 
hands were not over-burdened 
with high-card points, they would 
both pass any rational test for a 
forcing . Both players 
needed very little help to make 
a slam, let alone 2 game. Both 
were able to bid their twe-suiters 
im 2 nafural order, and received 
minor contributions from their 
partners, North showed a dia- 
mond stopper by bidding three 
no-fump, and Kast supported 
Spades at the five-level. 

West should no doubt have 
persevered in one of his suits, 
willing to accept a small loss to 
avoid the risk of a large one. 
In six diamonds doubled, he 
would have failed by one trick, 
losing 100 points. In six spades 
doubled, he would probably have 
broken even, going down one 
πῆρ 100 honors in exchange. 
However, imspired defense by 
North would heve netted the de- 


fense an extra trick, and a net - 


score of 200 points: an opening 


confidence in the logic of his 
misshapen imaginative world, 

Whai then has gone awry in 
“4 Feast of Snakes” that ail the 
atrocities should seem neither 
plausible nor ising? The 
trouble, I think, lies in Joe Lon 
Mackey, Mr, Crews's protagomist, 
who for ail his rage and frustrae 
tion over the hopelessness of his 
life is simply too normat for the 
grotesque landscape that sur- 
rounds him. Instead of symboliz~ 
ing human rage to an absurd

MONTREAL. July 23 (WP).— 
The United States and Soviet 
Union basketball teams took an- 
other step toward each other last 
night, the Americans after their 
second tougher - than - expected 
test against an emerging inter- 
national power.

The Russian team knocked 
Canada out of the ranks of the 
undefeated and preseryed its 
own unblemished record., Center 
Vladimir Tkachenko scored 22 
points a8 all 12. Soviet players 
got on the score sheet. 


The 0.S.-Yugasiavia game was 
not so lopsided. The Americans 
were down to their fourth cen- 
ter—Kenny Carr—with four min- 
utes εἶ in the first half as 
British and Brazilian officials 
whistied nearly everything be- 
yond heavy breathing. 

“I thought we'd be down to 
Phil Ford at center by the time 
it all ended,” coach Dean Smith 
joked later. “Seriously, one of
